The command to 'love one another', or to 'love each other' appears about 
seventeen times in the New Testament. We find this command on Jesus' lips 
(John 13:34-35,15:12, 15, 17). It becomes the dominant theme of the letters 
of the Apostle John, and is repeated by Peter, and Paul, and the writer to the 
Hebrews. 

In John's letters the love we have for one another is seen as a witness that we 
belong to God (1 John 3:14), this is not surprising, as we belong to the God 
who is love it is expected that we will be changed more and more into his 
image. A love that is modelled on Christ's love 
for us is to be at the heart of our life as a 
church. Loving one another is how we use our 
freedom (Galatians 5:13), and how we fulfill 
the law (Romans 13:8). It is the new 
orientation of hearts changed by the gospel 
of grace (1 Peter 1:22). 

As we reflect on this theme together today 
may God fulfill Paul's prayer among us, 'May 
the Lord make your love increase and 
overflow for each other and for everyone 
else, just as ours does for you (1 Th 3:12)'.
